HILE in San Francisco I at- 

tended for the third time the 

opening fall meeting of the 
Association of Children’s Librarians 
of Central and Northern California.

These librari- 
ans tersely and competently considered 
each title from the standpoint of its 
value to a library collection. Books 
were marked as essential, approved, or 
rejected.
